WASHINGTON, May 20* — Alter two 


'days debate the house today, by an 
overwhelming vote of 195 to 26, passed 
the Bartholdt-McOall immigration bill, 
modified by the Corliss amendment. 
The 
Stone consular inspection bill, 


which was offered as a substitute, was 
defeated, 175 to 131. The bill as passed 
adda to the classes of aliena excluded 
from admission to the United States all 
male persona between the ages of 16 and 
60 years of age (except parents of per- 
sons living in this country) who cannot 
both read and write English or some 
other language. The Corliss amend- 
ment added to the bill excludes aliens 
who come across the border year after 


ear to perform labor in the United 
tates with no intention of settling 


therein. It declares nil labor contracts 
with aliens void and makes parties 
thereto within the jurisdiction of the 
United States punishable by a fine of 
$1000 or imprisonment not exceeding 
one year ; makes it a misdemeanor for 
naturalised citizens who have returned 
to a foreign country to make the same 
bis home to again peform labor in the 
United States ; aiakea it a misdemeanor 
for any aliens to cross the border far 
labor iti the United States, except at a 
port of entry and imposes a tax of 50 
•cents on each immigrant. Those who

Before the debate began a special or- 


der was adopted setting aside tomorrow 
for the consideration of the Phillips 
bill. The order provoked the vehement 
proteeta of the friends of war claims, 
who charged the leaders of the bouse 


- with treating them unfairly. Both Mr. 
Malian, Republican of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the war claims committee, 
and Air. Walker, Republican of Massa- 
chusetts, served notice that at the abort 
SBBBion beginning in December no bills 
would be allowed to pass by unanimous 
consent. This threat is for the purpose 
of forcing the consideration of bills on 
the calendar. Mr. Walker charged.the 
leaders of the house with entering con- 
temptuously at the chairman of the war 
claims committee when he sought to 
have the government pay its honest 
debts. He proceeded to ridicule the 
precipitancy with which the 
house 


rushed in sympathy to the support of 
'Venezuela and Cuba, while it turned its 
back coldly on- the poor creditors of the 
government 
who 
were 
unfortunate 


enough to be its own citizens, "If God 
spares my life," he continued passion- 
ately, "and I am returned to this houae 
at the next session, this thing will end. 
1 have Borved here for eight yeate and 
receive no more consideration than a 
dojj." 
Mr. Henderson, who had presented 


the rule, indignantly denied that thcro 
was any attempt on the part of the 
rules committee to dictate to the house. 
"Why do the leaders adjourn thifl house 
over Saturday while those bills on the 
calendar tire unacted upon?" interrupt- 
ed Mr. Walker.

This was fol- 
lowed by the defeat of another proposi- 
tion by Peffer of Kansas for the issue of 
greenbacks to meet the appropriations 
by the fortifications bill. Both propo- 
sitions were offered as amendments to 
the fortifications bill, which was passed, 
thus leaving but one of the appropria- 
tions bills to be acted upon. 


Gorman's amendment developed an 


animated financial debate with Sher- 
man and Gorman as the main partici- 
pants. 


The fortification bill as passed carries 


$10,703,888, or $4,918,051 more than the 
house appropriated.

He 
gave no reason for his deed, hut ex- 
plained that at the time of wriling his 
wife was already dead and that he him- 
self was Lo die very soon. 


Having finished hia missives England 


undressed calmly, laid upon the bed bo- 
aide the body of bis wife and put a bul- 
let through his heart. 


The couple came, here from Little 


Rock, Ark., between five and six yeara 
ago. England waa closely related to ex 
Governor England of Arkansas. 


Several months ago Mr. England, who 


had formerly been a bank president in 
Lonoke, Ark., was arrested in. Loa An- 
geles upon a requisition from the Arkan 
sae authorities and taken back to aUui 
trial for some indictments found Againe 
him by a grand jury. He was innocen 
of any wrong doing and promptly re- 
turned here, acqnittedof the charge of em 
bezzlement that had stood against him 
Since that time he had brooded and it i 
very probable that his undeserved mis 
fortune unsettled his mind, as insaait 
seems to run ia tbe family, one of hi 
brothers having died in an asylum.

Ia., May 20.-—The Pemo-- 


erotic etate convention met at 11 o'clock 
today and after varioaa committees 
were named adjourned till 2 o'clock. 


Upon reconvening 
Ohtirman Carr 


addreaaed the convention at length in 
which he said; 


'Four yeara ago the platformo ol both 


the great parties declared for the coin- 
age and usage of silver aa a standard 
money. They appeared quite fair to tbe 
casual observer, but on close inspection 
were lounJ to contain secret trap doors 
large enough to allow the escape of 
every gold standard official. There are 
only two Bides to this question. It is 
bimetallism against tue single gold 
standard. There is no middle ground 
for any party to honestly stand upon, 
ind should such an attempt be made in 
this campaign the object will be to de- 
ceive and retribution will follow." 


In concluding the speaker strongly 


objected to the destruction of green- 
aacka and declared that to bo the gold 
standard program, and gave his views 
of what he termed cheap and dear 
money. 


During the election of delegates tho 


committee sent for Governor Boies,, his 
appearance being the signal- for an en- 
ihufliaatic demonstration. 


The committee on resolutions then re- 


ported. Judge French of Scott county 
presented the minority report and made 
an impassioned speech in its favor. A 
stormy Gceno followed and for half an 
hour the factions' howled themselves 
coarse. The majority report 
then 


adopted by acclamation. In part it is 
as follows:
